ARTICLE I. 

object Qif ti-if; club. 

Tftl objects of this Club shall be the promotion of thS 
June Art® and social intercourse Bong its members, 


ARTICLE IT. 




OFETCJRRS. 

Section r. The office rs of the Clul[ shall be a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer, who, uith 
the Chairman of the House Committee, the Chairman of 
the Exhibition Committee, the Chairman of the Elections 
Committee, shall constitute an Executive Committee, all 
to be elected at the annual meeting. 

Sect. 2. The President shall preside at all meetings 
of the Club and of the Executive Commit t eft.

3* d'he Elections Committee shall eonsistiSf 
not less than thrSe members, all of whom shall be artists.* 
They shall f€|5p9£olb the Secretary the names of candi- 
dates for membership in the manner hereinafter provided 
for. 

SECT. 4. In all meetings. Of committees a majority 
shall decide,, 

SJI€lL\ 5 . The Ejcecutive Committee shall have gen- 
eral charge of all affairs, funds, and properties of (lift 
Club, and shall hold the same in trust for the benefit of 
the Club. They shall incur no debts amounting to more 
than fifty dollars, except by special vote : of the Club. 
Five members snail constitute a quorum.

* MEETINGS. 

SectilW i. The annual meeting shall be bcld^On Lh|b 
brst Wednjpfllay of May; spatial no Lice thereof shall hi' 
Sen! tb ;atl 1 members of thHCl ul jSk veil days previous to 
such meeting. 
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Sfci. 2. Ihc regular business meetings of the Club 
shall be held on the first Wednesday of each month/ ex- 
cepting June, July, August, and September, but business 
may be transacted at an adjourned meeting, or at special 
meetings duly called. 

Sect. j. Notice of special meetings stating their ob- 
jects shall be sent to each member live days before such 
meeting, and shall also be posted for the same period 
upon the notice board in the Club House. 

VOTING BY PROXY. 

SiiCT. 4. At any meeting of the Club absent members 
may be represented by members present duly authorized 
to vote by written proxies filed with the Secretary before 
the m ee Ling. 

QUORUM. 

Sect. 5. At any business meeting, oue-Lbird of the 
total membership personally present shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of any business; luiL if the 
membership of the Club exceeds thirty, ten shall be a 
quorum. 

ARTICLE V. 

erection or members. 

Section i. All nominations for membership must be 
made in writing, signed by two members, and submitted 


Lo the Elections Committee. If a majority of Lire com- 
mittee favor the admission of any candidate, ids name 
sliail l)c reported Lo the Secretary, and posted as required 
under Article VI., Section j, of this Constitution. 

Sr.cr. 2 . Election for the ail mission of members may 
tabe place at any business meeting of the Club. 

Skci. 3. Notice of such meeting and the name with 
the residence of each candidate for admission, and the 
name of each person proposing him, shall he posted in 
the Club House by the Secretary fourteen days previous 
lo 3 uci meeting. i his notice shall also be sent Lo each 
member of the Club. 

Si-xr. 4. Negative votes to the number of one- third 
of those cast shall exclude the candidate from member- 
ship. 

Sf.ct. 5. No candidate who shall have been rejected 
shall he proposed again within six months. 

Sjcct. 6. The Secretary shall notify each person who 
is chosen a member, of his election, and of the amount 
of the entrance fee and annual assessment to be paid by 
him; and no person so chosen shall be entitled to any 
of the privileges of a member until lie lias paid to the 
Treasurer the entrance fee and the proportionate part of 
the annual assessment for the current year, as provided 
for in Article VI., Section 2 , and has signed the Consti- 
tution in a book to be kept by the Secretary for that pur- 
pose, If the dues are not paid within sixty days after 
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the elected member has received said notife rlf^ inn. his 
election shall be cancelled.

ARTICLE X,

SECTtON 1. No alteration or amendment to the Con- 
stitution or JJy-Laws shall be made unless presented at a 
regular business meeting, and posted in the Club blouse 
directly t hereafter, to be acted upon at §f subsequent 
business meeting (due notice of which, stating the- 
changes proposed, shall have been given). No amend- 
ment shall be made except by vote of two- thirds of the: 
members present and voting thereon. 

Sect. 2. Every amendment to this Constitution shall 
be approved at a meeting called for this purpose of the 
artist members before being submitted to the Club.
